in their rooms till 6 o'clock, when they were 
Saamndpel to dinner in their. private dining 
Troon.

What Was Done in the Depart- 
ments Yesterday. 


A DOCTOR'S SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


Mattersof Moment and Note Collected Yes- 
terday About the State, Custom and 
Court Houses. 


Governor Gordon was in his office all the 
morning yesterday and transacted a large 
amount of public business. In the afternoon 
he remained at the mansion in order to give 
undivided attention to some important mat- 
ters. Below will be found the record of the 
day’s proceedings in all the departments. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


GOVERNOR GORDON on yesterday commuted 
the fine and imprisonment of Dr. John G. 
Elder, of —— county, from $150 and twelve 
months imprisonment to a fine of $75. Dr. 
Elder was convicted at the September term, 
1887, of Jasper superior court of the offense of 
furnishing liquor to a minor, and the sentence 
above was imposed. A very large petition 
was presented to the governor, asking for the 
pardon of Dr. Elder or a commutation of his 
‘sentence. It was shown that he was in the 
habit of prescribing whisky as a stimulant 
and a tonic to the father of the minor, that he 
could not recall the cireumstances of the of- 
fense for which he was convicted, that he had 
always borne a good character, and the officers 
of the court, the grand and traverse jurors, to- 
gether with members of the bar and ministers 
of the gospel united with a large number of 
citizens in asking for the pardon. The papers 
were made out yesterday and forwarded to the 
sheriff of Jasper county. 

THE FOLLOWING OFFICERS were commis- 
sioned yesterday by the governor: G. W. 
Quinney, commissioned as sheriff of Jefferson 
county, in place of G. W. Kelley, resigned; 
F. D. Wainwright, commissioned as justice of 
the peace for the 1193d district, G. M., Charl- 
ton county; Silas Meeks, N. P. and ex-ofticio 
J.P. for the 55th district, G. M., Johnson 
county; Franklin Brantley, N. P. and ex- 
ofiicio J. P. for the 1202nd district, G. M., 
Johnsen county; and J. M. Bridges, N. P. 
and ex-ofiicio J. P. for the 1293d district, G. 
M., of Fayette county. No other commissions 
were issued during the day. 

THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, on yester- 
day, by resolution, asked that the executive 
furnish the general assembly with the quarterly 
reports of the agricultural department made to 
the executive ‘department.. The governor 
ordered the quarterly reports of the agricultural] 
department for the two years ending October 
Ist, 1887, to be transmitted the house in obedi- 
ence to the resolution. 

A VERY PATHETIC REQUEST was made of the 
governor yesterday by aconvict named McAl- 
lister, confined at the Chattahoochee brick- 
yard. McAllister is working out a sentence 
for the offense of shooting at a man named 
O’Shields “some time ago. Several petitions 
for his pardon have been made, but each time 
@ protest was entered by O’Shields against the 
vardon. Within the past few weeks O’Shields 

as withdrawn his objections, and it 
is very likely that McAllister will 
be pardoned, as there are a number 
of mitigating circumstances connected 
with the case, The.request made yesterday: 
was by telegraph. McAllister received a mes- 
sage that his sister was dyingin Atlanta with 
a summons to come to her bedside. He tele- 
graphed the governor the facts and asked that 
he be allowed towear citizen’s clothes, The 
governor was not in when the telegram arrived 
and as there was but very little time for -the 
answer to reach McAllister in time to take the 
train to reach his sister,nothing could be done. 
The law allows the governor no discretion or 
authority in the matter of relieving convicts 
from wearing stripes. Thelaw is obligatory, 
and while frequently cases arise where cir- 
cumstances would seem to warrant tempor 
release in the matter, the executive has no 
power to do so. 

THE FOLLOWING BILLs were signed yester- 
day by the governor: An act to amend an 
act to create and organize anew judicial cir- 
cuit of the state known as the Stone Mountain 
judicial circuit. In addition to other bills 
upon the govyernor’s desk awaiting his ap- 
proval, the following acts passed by the gen- 
eral assembly recently have been read and ex- 
amined by |the clerks in the exeeutive de- 
partment, and await exeeutive approval. 

An act to authorize the commitment of juvenile 
offenders and others to the house of refuge for the 
reformation of juvenile criminals in Fulton county; 
an actto amend the charter of the town of Way- 
cross; a resolution for the relief of the National 
Life and Maturity association, of Wash:ngton, D. 
C.; a resolution for the relief of I. F. Farmer, tax 
collector of Jefferson sage 4 an act to incorporate 
the town of Tarver, in Echols county; an act to 
strike ont. a‘terand amend so much of scction 12, 
of the charter of Harmony Grove, as prescribes 
mode and manner of levying taxes: an act to 
amend an act to provide for the betier organization 
and discipline of the volunteer troops of this state; 
enact to appropriate proceeds of time of misde- 
meaner convicts in counties of southern judicial 
circuit to the payment of the costs accruing to the 
officers of court in which conviction was had; an 
act to more clearly define the offense of arson; an 
act providing for establishment of the state line 
between Georgia and Tennessee; an act to iucorpor- 
ate the Marictta bank; an act to require the full 
opinion of the supreme court to be transmitted to 
the lower court in certain cases; an act to amend 
charter of Adairsville. 

THE LEGISLATIVE FINANCE committee that 
has for several weeks been engaged in the task 
of examining and overlooking the books in the 
treasury department, completed its labors yes 
terday. The report of the committee will be 
made public today. Everything was found in 
a satisfactory condition in the department, and 
the officials are given their full meed of praise 
for faithfulness and honesty. The report will 
also contain the statement of the state’s exact 
financial condition, which will be of great in- 
terest tothe people.  _ 

It Is NOW VERY unlikely that the state house 
will be decorated on the occasion of President 
Cleyeland’s visit. The house of representa- 
tives has insisted upon the statement that it 
has no authority or power to appropriate 
money for such a purpose. Its refusal is not 
based upon any unwillingness to decorate 
in honor of President Cleveland; the en- 
thusiastic cheers that greeted the name 
of the president in the aliusions 
to him in Mr. Randall’s address in the house 
show unmistakably how the house feels towards 
the chief executive. There is a sincere belief 
that the aprropriation would be constitutional, 
and an effort was made to collect the necessary 
amount of money by voluntary; subscriptions. 
(luite a nice sum has been realized so far, but 
not enough yet to justify an attempt towards 
decoration. The adjutant general, who has 
ergo ct the public buildings, believes that it 
will be better not to decorate at all than to at- 
tempt a decoration that wiil be certain to fall 
far below what is expected of a great state in 
such a matter,
